NAVY 


Secretary Tracy Submits His 
~~Aunual Report. 


The Splendid Showing Made by the 
Present Administration. 


Armor-plate Unequaled by 
Produced Abroad. 


That 


The Secretary Strongly Urges Continuance 
in the Present Volicy of Building 
Up a Formidable Fleet of 
Battleships. 


tu Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Secretary of the 
Navy in his annual report sets forth the 
fact that when the present administra- 
tion came in, March 4, 1889, besides 
the old and obsolete wooden ships, only 
three modern war vessels were in com- 
mission. During this administration 
nineteen new vessels, of aggregate ton- 
nage of 54,832 tons, mounting two 12- 
inch, six 10-inch, sixteen 88-inch, and 
eighty-two 6-inch guns, all of which, 
with the exception of five of the ear- 
liest, have been manufactured in this 
countsy, have been placed in commis. 
sion. Three new steel tugs have also 
been contracted for and put in service. 
There are in process of construction 
eighteen new vessels, certain to be com- 
pleted should the armor be delivered, 
within the next year, of an aggregate 
tonnage of 93,497 tons, and mounting 
altogether twelve 13-inch, six 12-inch, 
sixteen 10-inch, thirty 8-inch, thircy- 
two 6-inch, thirty-eight 
thirty-four 4-inch guns, all of which 
have been or are to be manufactured in 
this country. The Secretary continues: 

The development of the past four years 
has not been confined to ships alone. At 
the beginning of this administration, the 
naval esiablishment was entirely destitute 
of certain elements of efficiency, each one 
of which was indispensable to its practical 
employment as a fighting force and the ab- 
sence of which, if it had been possessed of 
a hundred ships, would still have leftitina 
condition of paralysis These were armor, 
torpedoes, heavy rapid-fire guns, armor- 
piercing shells, smokeless powder and high 
explosives. 

The Secretary details at length the 
noteworthy progress in the production 
of these things, and says: 


The progress by which the United States 
has emerged from itscondition of helpless- 
ness at sea and by the employment of its 
own resources, has distanced its most ex- 
perienced competitors, marks an epoch in 
naval development, not only of this coun. 
try, butof the world. Delays in delivery 
of armor have caused the dates of the final 
completion of armored vessels under con- 
struction to be somewhat later than at first 
contemplated. The only compensation for 
this delay is the superior quality of the 
armor that has been recently developed. 
In connection with the development of 
nickel-steel for armor, the department has 
‘undertaken a series of experiments in the 
application of this material to other pur- 
poses of construction, which promise no 
less important results than those aiready 
attained. If the expectations now formed 
are realized it will not be long before nickel- 
stecl will be extensively used. both in ship 
and marine engines, with marked improve- 
ment both in strength of the parts and re. 
duction of weight, while its non-corrodible 
qualities, already plainly demonstrated, 
point to the probability that it may ulti- 
mately present the solution for the har- 
assing problem of preserving the sub- 
merged plating of ships. 

Coming down to a detailed’statement 
as to the armor tests, the Secretary 
teils of the work accomplished and of 
the tremendous test to which Harveved 
nickel-steel armor-plate was subjected 
in November, 1891, asaresult of which 
improved methods were introduced in 
the manufacture by the Harvey pro- 
cess, and a final test made July last. 
He says: 


The plate was of nickel steel, Harveyed, 
of 10% inches thickness, Au 8-inch gun 
was used in the test. Five Holtzer forged 
steel shells, weighing 250 pounds each, 
with a striking velocity of 1700 feet per 
second and each with an energy of 5000 
tons to the square foot, were tired atthe 
plate at a distance of thirty yards. Never 
before these trials had any armor plate in 
the world been subjected to such a test as 
was represented by these five blows. All 
tive of the projectiles were smashed upon 
the surface of the plate, which showed no 
sign of injury beyond the opening ofa 
slight temper .crack four inches in length 
from one edge and a wale less than one 
inch in thicknesson the back of the plate 
opposite each point of impact. The result 
has never been approached before by any 
armor plate, American or foreign. It has 
been demonstrated that the United States, 
in constructing its new navy, which ten 
years ago had no existence, even on paper, 
is enabled to place upon each and all its 
armored vessels material the like of which 
the world has not up to this time seen, and, 
while vast sums have been spent in plating 
the sides of foreign men-of-war with in- 
ferior material, this country will employ 
for the purpose an armor whicn is not only 
far more efticient, but which represents 
unquestionably, having reference to the di- 
mensions ofthe plates thus far tested, the 
highest development. of modern science 
and a development reached by its own in- 
depéndent efforts. 

Following our example, the English gov- 
ernment four weeks ago held a trial of new 
American armor, and itis clear from the 
highly successful results that the United 
States, instead of being last in the race in 
the construction of vessels of /war,or of 
borrowing the best ideas from abroad, has 
set an example in this respect which 
other maritime nations will speedily follow. 


With regard to armor contracts, the 
Secretary says: 

Neither the Bethlehem nor the Carnegie 
companies are making such progress at 
present as the department could desire. but 
both are increasing their output from 
month to Month, and the department isnow 
‘preparing to advestise for proposals for 
the remainderof the armor required to 
complete the vessels now authorized. 
When these plants are able to turn out, as 
will shortly be the case, the full quantity 
of armor required by contracts, the aggre- 
gate supply will still amount to only ¥600 
tons per annum, or not more than enough 
forthe construction of three battleships. 
To provide armor foreight such ships in 


tt to those now authorized would re- 


uire three vears after the fulfillment of 
the present contracts with the works run- 
ning at tull capacity. It isthe belief of 
this department, in comufon with the Naval 
Committee of the present House, that this 
number of additional battleships is essen- 
tialto the protection of the United States. 
It is upon such vessels that this country, as 
well as others having seaboards, relies and 
must continue torely for the purposes of 
defense as long as naval warfare remains 
whatit istoday. Without them we are

The Secret@fy speaks with much sat- 
isfaction of whe act “to encourage 
American shipbuilding,’’ under which 
the City of P and City of New York 
were admitte@ to American registry, 
and under the terms of which several 
of the finest ers will be built, and he 
earnestly réc@Mmends that the same 
principle, whi¢h is now embodied in a 
bill to grant AMerican register to the 
steamship Chima of the Pacific Mail 
Company, may be carried out, not only 
in thés, but im all similar cases, by 
means of which American owners of 
foreign built steamships, whose high 
qualities are such as to make thema 
desirable acquisition, may be permitted 
to obtain American registry upon con- 
dition that vessels of equal size and ton- 
nage shall be ordered to be built in the 
United States. 

With referetce to unprotected cruis- 
,Class of from 4000 to 
IG ment, the depart- 
nient dées rat any present 
increase ofthe number. The Secretary 
says: 

These vessels, to attain the high speed re- 
quired, must necessarily sacrifice their 
coal endurance, and have therefore a very 
restricted sphere of usefulness for cruis. 
ing purposes in time of war. They an. 
ewer satisfactorily the limited demand for 
flagships upon regular stations in time of 
peace, but itis not upon these vessels that 
the United States would place reliance in 
case of attack from a maritime power. 
Nor is it desirable to add tothe number of 
heavily armed gunboats of the Yorktown 
type. One well defined type, which has 
proven highly successful. is that of the 
torpedo cruiser of from 800 to 1000 tons, 
of small size, light draught, speed of 
twenty-two knots, sufficient coal capacity, 
rapid tire guns and powerful torpedo 
armament, This is atype of vessel the de- 
partment would suggest building, and 
several such vessels would be a valuable 
addition to the naval force. 

The Secretary also renews the recom- 
mendation previously made for the 
building of torpedo boats and submits a 
table snowing the vast increase of such 
craft inthe service of other nations. 
He says: 

We should have at least thirty such boats 
constructed in the near future. 

The aggressive policy of foreign nations 
continues, and this cuountry, whether it 
will or not, will soon be forced into a posi- 
tion wherg it cannot disregard measures 
which form a standing menace to its pros- 
perity and security. On the isthmus our 
commerce is engaged in a’ desperate fight 
to maintain its footfold. Inthe South Pa- 


tirely, only 


cific repeated annexations and pro- 
tectorates are. extending the power 
and influence of the maritime 


States of the old world. Subsidized lines 
of fast steamers are completing the circle 
of maritime communication. Onthe east- 
ern and western coasts of the Dominion of 
Canada fortresses, deily increasing in 
strength, are surrounding our coast. 
Under these circumstances it is imperative 
to the welfare of this country that the pol- 
fey of naval reconstruction, so successfully 
carried on in the past, should suffer no in- 
terruption in the future; that the vast num- 
bers of skilled artisans who have been 
trained in its workshops and those of 
private manufacturers concerned in its op- 
erations should not be thrown out #& em- 
ployment: thatthe work, whose chief dim- 
culties have now been overcome, should not 
be suffered to languish when every day 
shows improvement, both ineconomy and 
dispatch; and that with only two vessels re- 
maining onthe stocks, as will shortly be 
the case, some further additions should be 
made by Congress at the present session. 

Much space is devoted to interesting 
details as to the operations of ships in 
commission during the past year in 
Bering Sea and elsewhere, and on the 
work of the Marine Hospital Bureau in 
connection with the cholera quarantine, 
etc. Interesting statistics are given as 
to the growth of the movement for the 
establishing of a naval! militia, the crea- 
tion of which is characterized as one of 
the most important steps in our recent 
naval progress. The department again 
recommends the consolidation of the 
revenue marine service with the navy, 
and calis attention to the recommenda- 
tions of the commandant of the Marine 
Corps in reference to increase in the 
number of privates and non-commis- 
sioned officers in the corps. Iu conclu- 
sion the Secretary says, in part: 

The statement has been made from time 
to time that the present administration had 
proceeded substantially upon the lines of 
its predecessors. This is in a large degree 
correct. Its cardinal policy hes been to 
presevere continually in the direction ofa 
naval establishment, to make no changes 
merely for the sake of a change, and none 
unless they would be Justified by clear and 
conciusive reasons. the same time 
every effort has been wade to advance:as 
far as possible. The labors that, have de- 
volved upon the present administration of 
the Navy Department, both in the manage- 
ment of the fiect and work of construction, 
have not only been far in excess of 
those of any previous administration since 
the war, but have required to a much 
greater degree the solution of difficult and 
intricate problems in the detailed supervis- 
ion of the most expensive and varied 
branchesof manufacture. Theships alone, 
in the building of which this administra-

they were not inclined to join America 
in an agreement for its extended use, 
while Great Britain, without an im- 
portant quantity of silver, suggested its 
purchase for use as money.

America, upto 
the present time, had no difficulty in 
maintaining the ,parity between gold 
and silver and intended to maiutain it. 
If, however, silver were to be further 
dishonored and used the same as paper 
money. without regard to price, 
America would still be in an excellent 
position to profit by the state of affairs 
as shown in the conference. 


A STEAMER WRECK. 


Part of the Crew Saved After a Terrible 
Experience. 

Dec. 11.—The British steam- 
ship Dilsberg was wrecked off Long 
End, near Harwick, last night. Life- 
savers were unable to board her until 
daybreak, when they found a seaman 
drowned below thedeck. The others of 
the crew were missing, and it is sup- 
posed they perished. 

It is reported a schooner was wrecked 
inthe sands in the vicinity, and the 
crew is missing. 

Later--Fourteen men belonging to 
the crew of the wrecked steamer Dils- 
berg were saved by a fishing smack gnd 
landed at Ramsgate last night. The 
dead body of the captain was also 
landed. The Dilsberg’s mate, who 
was among the saved, says that a 
fearful night was spent aboard the 
steamer after she went ashore. To the 
vessel's signals of distress nu response 
seemed to be made. A particularly 
heavy wave suddenly broke over the 
vessel at midnight, flooding the fore- 
castle and washing seven of the crew 
overpoard. One man was afterward 
washed back, and he was rescued unin- 
jured. Six others were drowned. 

The remainder of the crew were then 
compelled-to take to the rigging, the 
boats having been destroyed with the 
exception of the life-boat. which hada 
hole in the bottom. In the rigging the. 
survivors spent a fearful night. ‘The 
captain became paralyzed and insane 
from exposure. The tide receded at

A Diabolieal Conspiracy at 


Homestead, 


Non-union Men at the Mill Dosed by 
Strikers’ Hirelings. 


Half a Dozen Victims Dead—Others 
Made Very Sick. 


Confession of the Cook Who Poteoned the 
Food—HUe Was to HUave $5000 If 
the Mill © Closed 
Down,

Pittsavren, Dec. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|. A Sunday paper pub- 
lishes a story today of a conspiracy 
to poison by the wholesale non-union 
workmen at the Carnegie steel 
The developments made, it 
says, implicate members. of the 
Advisory Committee, members of the 
Amalgamated Association and officials of 
some iabor organizations sympathizing 
with the locked-out men. As a result 
of the conspiracy it is alleged that sev- 
eral people lost their lives, while scores 
of others are still suffering at their 
homes and in hospitals from the effects 
of poisonous drugs administered them 
with criminal intent. Today nine or 
more persons more or less identified 


with the strike are under arrest. osten- 
sibly on less serious charges, but really 
for the purpose of averting suspicion 
until all those who are claimed to be in, 
the conspiracy are secured. The cnly 
name given of those charged with ad- 
ministering poison is thatof Robert 


Beatty, who was arrested at Louisville 
last night. Several others, however, 
are under heavy bail on other charges, 
and new charges will probably be made 
tomorrow. 

The details of the foul plot are suf- 
ficient to cause a shudder, especially 
when it is known that at least two 
deaths and perhaps a number of others 
have already been traced to the work 
ofa willing tool selected to carry the 
murderous plan into execution. It will 
be remembered that shortly after the 
arrival of the State militia at Home- 
stead and when non-union men com- 
menced to work in the mill, cases of 
sickness were reported, but were at- 
tributed to impurity of the water. 
supply from other sources was secured ‘ 
and notices posted conspicuously about 
warning employés. Despite 
these precautionary measures, the 
sickness continued, and it soon became 
current at Homestead that an epidemic 
was prevailing among the menin the 
inclosure. The first intimation that 
the men were victims of a conspiracy 
was obtained more than two months 
since, but in such a manner that it was 
impossible to make arrests immedi- 
ately, and not until yesterday was the 
evidence deemed to be _ sufficiently 
strong to Warrant the apprehension of 
at least one of those implicated. 

The price to be paid when the mill 
closed down was $5000. The terri- 
ble story of the plot, according 
to the information obtained by a2 re- 
porter, was given by a man who was in 
the plot and is substantially as foliows: 
One of the chief cooks at Honestead 
met him and another man one day and 
asked if they wanteda job at Home- 
stead. His informant said he and some 
others could make big money if they 
would help him. He said that he was 
nut only employed by the Carnegie 
Company, but was also in the pay otf 
labor assaciations and members of the 
strikers’ committees, and was jiist coin- 
ing money. As he grew more confiden- 
tial, and prompted by questions about 
the pay from the associations, he told of 
ad plan to poison the food of the men 
employed in the mill so as to make 
them sick and render them unable to 
work. We detailed the plan he had 
been pursuing, and asserted that nearly 
if not all the sickness among the men 
had been caused by poison he had 
placed in their food. He said he was 
to get $50004f succeeded in Closing 
the mill.” He urged them to accept 
places, and told them that it would be 
an utter impossibility for them to be 
detected, and finally left them with the 
understanding that he would meet them 
inthe city next dav and give them 
some advance money and take them to 
Homestead with him. 

Realizing the heinvusness of the prop- 
osition, the men caiied upon Chairman 
Frick and laid the matter before him, 
Upon advice of the company’s attorneys 
they met the cook and proceeded to 
Homestead with him. They were duly 
installed in. positions by the cook. On 
the day after their arrival a number of 
men were reported sick, and the cook 
told how he had placed poison. a colored 
powder. in the food. and told them to 
watcn for an opportunity to use it in 
Fearing the men could not 
be trusted, two Piukertons were en- 
gaged to keep close surveillance on the 
informants, as well as the cooks. The 
latter became suspicious and at once 
discontinued the use of the powder. 

* Orders were then given that the 
workmen should take their meals at a 
restaurant outsidetheenclosure. Later 
the men reported that the cook was be- 
coming very uneasy and they feared-be 
might conclude to leave the city in a 
hurry. They said the deaths among the 
men, especially that of Charles Glos- 
ser, unnerved nim and they believed he 
would make a clean breast of the whole 
plot it placed under arrest. This was 
done, and when confronted with the 
facts as stated above, the cook broke 
down and made a full confession, in 
which he gave the names of those who 
employed him, the amount of money he 
received and the manner’ in wHich he

SPORTING NEWS. 


Observations on the Morris-Quirk. 
Foot-race. 


It May Have Been Straight, but It 
Looks Suspicious. 


The Recent Meeting of the League 
of American Wheelmen, 


Success of Winter Racing in California, 
as Showy by the Blood-horse Meet. 
ing—The Sword Champion. 
ship—CGeneral Notes, 


The defeat of James Quirk,the Cana- 
dian champion, by the Santa Ana 
sprinter, Tom Morris, which occurred 
on Saturday afternoon last, is looked 
upon with considerable suspicion by the 
sporting fraternity, and though the 
race may have been as fair and square 
as has ever been run, there are several 
circumstances which would tend to con- 
firm the doubts of the unbelievers. In 
the first place, itis a fact much to be 
regretted that professional sprinters, 
as a class, are by no means above re- 
proach, for the annals of the cinder path 
teem with examples of their treachery, 
and to such an extent have races been 
thrown that at the present day no 
branch of sport is held in such low es- 
teem by lovers of genuine sport as that 
of foot racing. In the second place, 
even when actuated by the desire to 
run to win, professionals usually adopt 
methods, which, though really as fair 
for one as forthe other, appear sus- 
picious of themselves. Take, for in- 
stance, the circumstances under which 
the recent race was held. Morris, an 
obscure rancher's son at Santa Ana, in- 
serted a challenge in an Eastern paper 
offering to run against Quirk for any 
amountf money. Quirk immediatelv 
hunted up backers and came out here 
with them to take up the gage. Noth- 
ing is heard from either side for sev- 
eral weeks, until suddenly the an- 
nouncement is made that a match at 
seventy-five yards has been arranged 
for $10,000, the race to come off on 
Saturday. December 10. Quirk, upon 
his’ arrival in this city. ac- 
counted for his defeat by Mor- 
ris at Albuquerque some months ago 
by claiming that he was lame, 
and to all with whom he came in con- 
tact he expressed confidence in his 
ability to turn the tables. On account 
of this and the fact that he held the 
world’s record for the distance, 7 '4 
seconds, the Canadian was constituted 
favorite before the race at 15 to 10. 
By agreement the men started by mu- 
tual consent, and Morris, after allowing 
Quirk to break away once or twice, got 
off in the lead and won the race by a 
couple of feet. Quirk and his backer 
protested, but upon what grounds no 
one seemed to know, and, after the 
referee had announced his decision, the 
Canadian paid a glowing tribute to the 
victor by saying that he was the fastest 
m4n on earth, and left the scene. Be- 
fore the race the arrangement was 
made between the men that Morris 
should get away in the lead, Quirk ap- 
parently believing that he could beat 
his opponent out. 

Now, all this may have been done in 
good faith on the part of either or both 
of the men, but the fact remains, never- 
theless, that their methods look peculiar, 
and they alone are to blame if the public 
regards them in an unfavorable light. 
As there is every probability that both 
men will be heard of in the near future, 
a few words as to their respective 
records may be of interest at this 
juncture: 

Tom Morris was born at El Monte, in 
this county, on November 18, 1865. 
His first performance in public was in 
the fall of 1889, when a youth named 
Forrest Grover bantered him into a 
100-yard race at the Santa Ana track, 
which resulted in his covering the dis- 
tance in the surprising time of 10\4 
seconds froma fiying start, the boys 
starting hand-in-hand twenty yards be- 
hind the mark, and breaking away on 
each side of the starter. He was subse- 


ton at Long Beach, and, although he 
still worked as a farm laborer, Morris 
trained hard in his spare moments. 
His first professional race was with 
Jim Campbell, from whom he wona 
small purse with the greatest of ease. 
He then made a match with Bob White 
of San Diego for $500, and beat 
his opponent by fourteen feet. A 
youth named Jackson was his next vic- 
tim, the purse at stake being $300. 
Then he commenced to soar at higher 
game, and W. E. Trine of San Francisco 
came down to San Bernardino to meet 
him for a $1000 purse, but Morris was 
equal to the occasion and won a very 
close race in 9% seconds. In June, 
1891, he won another $1000 purse 
from Dobbins in 10 seconds flat. Then 
Quirk heard of him and a 75-yards race 
for 84000 was arranged between them 
at Albuquerque, N.M., on September 
16 last, the Canadian being beaten out 
by 6 inches. 

James Quirk is a native of Hamilton, 
Ont., where he was born on January 27, 
1859. His first race was at Fragas, 
Can., in 1874, when he wona $200 
purse at 100 yards. His debut as a 
professional, however, was not made 
until tour vears later, when he covered 
100 yards in 10 seconds fiat and won a 
$1000 purse from E. 8S. Tisdale at Sim- 
coe, Can. Hethen came to the States 
and defeated Fred Rogers, who styled 
himself champion of America, by two 
yards in 74; seconds at Shenandoah, 
Pa. His next race wasin 1888 with 
Harry Bethune, the prince of fakirs, 
at San Francisco, whom he beat by a 
yardina hundred ig 9% seconds, the 
stakes being $8000 a side. Shortly 
afterwards he ran theclosest race of 
his life. This was with Frank Lewis at 
Sacramento, whom he beat by an eve- 
lash at 75 yards in 7 2-5 seconds, win- 
ning a purse of $5000. In 1889 he 
again met and defeated Harry Bethune 
and Jim Collins upon a grass track at 
St. Louis, when he won the American 
championship for 120 yards, which dis- 
tance he coveredin 12 seconds fat.

The Trusts Are Still Serene, 

It is understood, of course, that the 
incoming Democratic administration is 
down on American trusts, and that, with 
the abrogation of the protective tariff, 
it proposes to wipe them off the face of 
the earth. This is well. But, some- 
how, the most unlimited confidence 
does not seem to be felt that the De- 
mocracy is going to keep all of its 
promises. Conceding, for the sake of 
argument, thet the prosperity, aud even 
the very existence, of the trusts hangs 
upon the protective tariff, there now 
seems to be a carking doubt whether 
the Democrats will address themselves 
to tariff reform with much ardor. 

Ifthe manipulators of these trusts 
are good judges of Democratic human 
nature their conduct is not reassuring 
to these people who want to see the gi- 
gantic monopolies smashed. Not one of 
the trusts seems disposed to imi- 
tate Capt. Scott's coon and come 
down before the shooting begins. 
On the contrary, several of them, 
which thought it worth while to 
pretend to be dead before the election. 
are now as lively as any bloodsucker on 
earth. The glass trust, that about a 
year ago retired from public gaze and 
had its own obituary published, ‘‘be- 
cause it could not live under the en- 
forcement of the Republican anti-trust 
law,’’ is allat once found to be in the 
land of the living vet. It was suffering 
only from suspended animation. Then 
there is the barbed wire trust, bristling 
with jagged points, that nobody wants 
to rub up against, and the National Cor- 
dage Trust, spinning its hempen web all 
over the country; and the sugar trust, 
that wants the bounties on domestic 
sugar removed and the old-time discrim- 
inating duties restored; and the anthra- 
cite coal trust, as impudent, aggressive 
and lordly as ever. 

If the Democrats are spoiling to get 
at these fellows and drive them out of 
business, the trusts seem to be serenely 
oblivious to their danger, They are 
just swarming to the surface and giving 
the new administration every opportu- 
nity to note them well before making 
the onslaught. 

If the tariff is not reformed during 
the next four years, and the trusts go on 
multiplying and waxing fat, how will 
the Democratic party square itself with 
the country when the next quadrennial 
settlement comes round? 


Office-Holders in Politics, 

The Chicago Inter-Ocean, discussing 
‘Office-holders and Elections,"’ brings 
out in a mild form some very pertinent 
truths, which, we think, are destined to 
be more openly recognized in American 
politics hereafter than they have been 
in the past. It says: 


A great body of office-holders working 
for one party is an embarrassment to 
it. The prejudice the people have 
against their interference and influence 
falls upon the party which they sup- 
port. This was well demonstrated in 
the last election. The oftice-holders in 
Chicago were nearly all Republicans. 
They owed their appointment to the 
Federai, State and municipal adminis- 
trations, all of which were Republican. 
They worked for their party as ear- 
nestly and as honestly as other parti- 
sans, but because they were office-hold- 
ers, and in a manner dependent on the 
administrations in power, there were 
thousands of voters ready to look upon 
them as a bread-and-butter brigade, 
whose political enthusiasm was of a 
lower order than that of the average 
citizen. . « The public will ever 
look with suspicion upon the political 
enthusiasm and the party zeal of the 
men who are in office. This suspicion 
will ever make the office-holders an em- 
barrassment to the party they support. 
They were an embarrassment to Presi- 
dent Harrison and to Gov. Fifer, both 
inthe nominating conventions and at 
the election. The influence of 
the office-holders was. as nothing in de- 
termining results. The same was true 
of Mr. Cleveland in 1888. The oftice- 


holders were for him, but he was de- 
feated. 


And if the Democrats bring a horde of 
office-holders into their next national 
convention, to exercise a strong infiu- 
ence on the nomination, they will find 
themselves handicapped by it when 
it comes before the people. The Amer- 
ican public has come to look with sus- 
picion upon a bureaurocracy of place- 
holders, numbering 60,000 postmas- 
ters and perhaps twice as many other 
Federal officials, who are held together 
by selfish interests, and who try to act 
in the double capacity of moulding poli- 
itics and enjoying the proceeds.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Eloquent Sermon at the Central 
Methodist Church. 


Rev. Mr. Larkin’s Discourse on 


“Christian Courage.” 


The Usual Sunday Services at(the 
Church of the Unity. 


Dr. Thomson on “The Relation of Memory 
to the Hereafter’ — At Simpson 
Tabernacle and Immanuel 

Church—Epworth League. 


Rev. F. M. Larkin, pastor of the Cen- 
tral Methodist Church, preached a ser- 
mon yesterday morning, which, by its 
very earnestness, would arrest the at- 
tention of the most thonghtless. His 
topic was ‘“‘Christian Courage,’’ from 
the text found in Acts xxviii, 15. Paul 
was held up as a model, and he traced 
the character of this man of colossal 
courage from the time of his conversion 
up to his death. Paul suffered under 
the burden of a frail body; indeed, so 
physically weak was he that Luke, the 
physician, hadto go with him on his 
journeys to minister to his bodily needs. 
It isa natural tendency to look upon 
the dark side as one’s physical powers 
fail, but what a work Paul accomplised. 
What a poet was. Homer, was Milton— 
and yetthey were blind. Prescott never 
saw the country of which he wrote, and 
yet he produced his magnificent ‘‘Con- 
quest of Mexico.’’ Bunyan lay in Bed- 
ford jail for twelve long years, but was 
his life there spent in vain? Can wesay 
his life was a failure when we read the 
pages of his ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress?’’ It is 
these men of sublime courage that 
laugh at difficulties who have moved 
the world. It was a Wellington at Wa- 
terloo and a Washington at Valley 
Forge. In the Scriptures the charac- 
ters of Joshua and Caleb inspire in us 
the same admiration of bravery. These 
men of courage stand out in bold relief 
in both sacred and profane history, but 
there isa difference between physical 
courage and mora! courage. Men who 
have accomplished great things in 
battle, have displayed the utmost 
cowardice in moral things; they do not 
stand by their principles as did the 
three Hebrew children. 

Any one who holds a responsible posi- 
tion in life must face opposition. ‘Be 
thou pure as ice and chaste as snow, 
thou shall not escape calumny,”’ has 
been truly said. It requires courage to 
deal with the problems of life, and he 
who stops at the station of despair will 
never accomplish anything. 

An earnest exhortation to courageous, 
aggressive Christian work closed the 
sermon. Mr. Larkin is a manin the 
prime of life, and is building up the 
church in a most gratifying manner. 
Last evening he preached a sermon 
specially to young people on ‘‘Getting 
a Startin Life.’ 

CHRIST’S TOMB. 

The English Lutheran Church last 
evening was well filled by an ap- 
preciative audience, the occasion 
being the deliverance of the fourth 
of the series of sermons on the Holy 
Land, by the pastor, Rev. M. H. Stine. 
The principal object to which Mr. Stine 
directed the thought of his hearers was 
the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, which 
contains the ‘*‘Tomb of Christ,’’ saying: 
‘“‘The reasons for which we believe that 
this is Christ’s tomb are, first, that there 
never was atime since Christ’s advent 
upon the earth when there were no 
Christians in Jerusalem, and it is not 
probable that they would entirely lose 
sight of the resting place of the ma- 
terial body of our Lord. 

The second argument is that the Em- 
peror Hadrian caused the Temple of 
Jupiter to be erected on the place where 
Solomon’s Temple once stood, and an 
altar dedicated to Venus where Christ’s 
tomb was, which was still there when 
Constantine the Great built the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre, a part of which 
remains-to this day. It is probable 
that Christ was crucified outside the 
walls of the holy city, and quite proba- 


ble that Christ’s tomb was located at 
this place of the HolySepulchre. This 


place of the Holy Sepulchre, was, in all 
probability, outside the walls of Jerusa- 
lem, when our Savior vas upon the 
earth.”’ 
THE CHURCH OF THE UNITY. 
Dr. Thomson | preached yesterday 
morning to a congregation that, as 


~usual, filled every seat in the large edi- 


fi¢e. His text was taken from Rev. xx, 
12, the topic being ‘‘The Relation of 
Memory to the Hereafter.’’ Ina ser- 
mon full of original thoughts and apt 
illustrations the speaker dwelt. at 
length upon the problems of mind and 
memory, pre-existence and future life. 
‘The neccessity for rest from mental 
and physical toil was also .dwelt upon 
and advocated. The man who attended 
church and experienced the absorption 
and uplifting of the service was better 
fitted to go down in the valley of life 
than the man who frittered away his 
Sundays upon’a parlor lounge. The 
memories of the past are perfect phono- 
graphs of our own ear memory, by 
which we can call up the sounds of 
nature that we have heard in the fall- 
ing cascades, the murmur of the brooks, 
the music in cathedrals, and the 
dying words of those we _ have 
loved. These memories we never 
lose, and they will live with 
us in the great hereafter. The 
judgment day will not be of the old- 
fashioned kind. God is omniscient and 
needs no witnesses and no book. The 
judge isconscience, a judge that can 
neither be cajoled nor blinded, and 
stands for the God it represents. They 
used to teach, but they don’t do so now, 
that heaven is filled with the entirely 
good and hell with the entirely bad. If 
this were so there can be no people 
from this world in either place at this 
moment. 

The subject for next Sunday morning 
was announced as White Stone 
and a New. Name,’’ founded upon Gene- 
sis ii. 

The chief feature of the musical part 
of the service was the baritone solo 
sung at the offertory by Harry E. 
Reeves, a recent arrival from New York. 
Mr. Reeves is a colaratura singer of 
considerable power and expression, and 
his voice by nature and training seems 
admirably e2dapted to church work. 
His solo, **When grief and anguish press 
me down,’ by Stigelli, was admirably 
rendered, 

SIMPSON CHURCH. 

On Sabbath morning Dr. Bresee con- 
tinued his exposition of the Lord’s Ser- 
mon onthe Mount, this being the sevt- 
enth of the series. The text was from 
Matt. v, 14-16, the subject being ‘‘The 
Church the Light of the World, of the 
Nation and of the.Home.”’” 

These sermons are fuil of thought; 
indeed, if any criticism was to be made 
upon them it would be that they are 
crowded with thought, that an expert 
hearer can hardly carryit all away. 
But the thought is so clearly presented 
and aptly illustrated, and so filled with 


the power and, magnetism of a fine de- 


livery, accompanied by a tender pathos, 
that the attention of every listener is 
held from the first to the closing sen- 
tences, The interest.of the people is 
shown bf the céntinued increased at- 
tendance of both old and young, ani 
the deepened spirituality in the church 
in all its departments. 

Several persons united with the 
church at the close of the sermon. In 
the evening Rev. Dr. Gardner preached 
to a good audience. 

IMMANUEL CHURCH. 

The subject of Dr. Chichester’s ser- 
mon yesterday morning was ‘‘The True 
Estimate of Character,’’ from I Corin- 
thians, iv,4: ‘But he that judgeth me 
is the Lord.”” The Doctor made a very 
striking comparison between man’s 
judgment of people and God's, show- 
ing that human judgment is superficial, 
imperfect and unreliable, and that only 
God can judge us correctly. The ser- 
mon was full of bright and timely 
thought and held the close attention of 
an unusually large congregation. Some 
beautiful music was rendered by the 
choir, which is becoming quite an at- 
tractive feature in the service of this 
church under the effective leadership of 
Prof. Mason. 

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 

The Epworth Leaguers held sway at 
the First Methodist Church last evening 
and preseated the cause of the organi- 
zation to an immense congregation. 
The president, W. C. Weld, presented 
the work of the spiritual department; 
Miss Schultz that of mercy and help; 
Miss Bryant, literary department; Miss 
Williams, tne social features, and Miss 
Nettie Oliver that of correspondence 
and finance. Rev. Dr. Campbell made 
some excellent remarks at the clos:, 
summing up the work briefly and to the 
point, impressing upon his listeners that 
this league, the chiid of Methodism, is 
here to stay. 

The choir and orchestra rendered fine 
music, andon Friday evening the sev- 
enty or eighty singers and musicians 
will give a popular concert at the 
church, to which all lovers of music will 
be most cordially welcome. 

TEMPLE STREET CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 

Rev. A. C. Smither preached an in- 
teresting and instructive discourse 
upon “‘The Riches of Cbrist,’’ taking 
his text from II Cor. viii, 9. He em- 
phasized the fact that Christ’s own life 
of sacrifice is the greatest argument for 
the necessity of it upon the part of his 
followers. Though he was rich, yet for 
the sake of the world he became poor 
that we through him might become rich. 
We have in thisthe riches of Christ in 
the pre-existent life; He was rich in 
possessions, in worlds, in creative 
power, in honor, in love, in the divine 
nature. 

All these riches he sacrificed and be- 
came poor that the world might be 
lifted up and ennobled. He was poor 
because he became a man; came to the 
earth where men are born, struggle, 
sin and die and are ever in the meshes 
of evil. He was poor in _ his 
birth. The world could onlv afford 
its Creater a manger in which to 
be born. In his humble childhood he 
only knew the wealth of a mother’s 
love; the. world’s luxuries denied him; 
his only earthly inheritance was his 
father’s trade—that of acarpenter. In 
his ministry he was supported by the 
gifts of the poor followers who sur- 
rounded him. Nor in his death and 
even in his burial did he possess the 
tomb in which for three days he slept. 
We are rich in the grand privileges 
and opportunities of Christianity in 
that we are the children of God; that 
we have all the privileges of the divine 
life; in that we are rich in hope. We 
enjoy the wealth of this life and of that 
tocome. The sun is the brighter, the 
mountains are the sublimer, the sea is 
the grander becanse we see the hand of 


our Father in their construction. 


REV. MR. COLLINS’S FAREWELL SERMON. .

cxxvili, 2, ‘‘Happy shalt thou be; and it 
shall be well with thee.’’ 

He saidin part: ‘‘It is proper for us 
all to seek happiness. God meaus that 
we shall be happy. In leaving you my 
earnest wish is shat you may be happy, 
and that it shall be well with you. 

‘‘Many of you have families andmany 
burdens and responsibilities. 1 pray 
that in raising your children and fitting 
them for the various stations in life, 
that it shall be well with you, and that 
no misfortune shall visit your homes. 
May the happihess of your lives never 
be marred by overwhelming sorrows or 
disappointments. 

‘I have learned to love the young peo- 
ple of this church very dearly, and I 
hope that in all things you may be 
happy. Let me arge you to display wis- 
dom inthe selection of the social cir- 
cles in which you move. Your livesare 
before you, and if youare carefull all 
shall be well with you. 

“If you wish to be happy you must do 
right, for the person who harbors 
wrong must forfeit all true happiness.”’ 

The pastor urged the church and all 
decent people to continue a bitter war- 
fare against the evils so prevalent in 
the locaiity in which the church is sit- 
uated. He said: ‘This community 
needs cieaning up, and it needs it badly, 
and this church should supply that need. 
I cannot understand how Christian peo- 
ple can expect to be happy if they 
cease open warfare on saloons and 
brothels. Not a saloon should be al- 
lowed to run in tnis neighborhood.

Seldom has a game of baseball been

SUICIDE OR MURDER. 


Body of an Unknown Man Found on 
the Beach at Redéndo. 


Mrs 


The Condition of the Remains Such as to 
Render Positive Identification 
Almost Impossible—Some 
Pecullar Features. 


Yesterday afternoon at 12:30 o'clock 
Constable Foyer and L. C. House, Jr., 
of Redondo discovered the body of an 
unknown man on the beach about one 
and a half miles north of Redondo. 

The body was in a bad state of decom- 
position, and it is impossible to identify 
the remains. In the right hand was 
found a 44-calibre revolver. The pis- 
toland hand were parily under the 
body, showing that the dead man must 
have fallen on his arm. 

By his side was found a smal} bottle 
about half full of whisky. On search- 
ing the pockets Constable Foyer found 
a 560-cent piece, a red bandana hand- 
kerchief and a razor, but no papers or 
anything by which the body can be 
identified. 

The dead man has dark, curly hair 
and is of medium height. He wore a 
gray sack coat, reddish pantaloons and 
high red boots. 

independent of the mystery surround- 
ing the identitv of the man, is the 
sensational manner in which the body 
was found. 

On Saturday last Constable Foyer 
was in this city on official business, 
when he was approached by a young 
man named Frank Wilkinson, who 
seemed to be greatiy worried about 
something. Hetook the officer to one 
side and told him that his brother Harry 
made a most singular discovery on the 
beach a mile and a half north of Re- 
dondo five weeks ago. 

He said that Harry was walking along 
the beach, when he noticed a man ly- 
ing on his face in a little hollow in the 
sand. The man was lying on his pistol 
and there was a bottle of some kind of 
liquor by his side. 

‘When asked why the affair had not 
been reported sooner, he said that 
Harry did teli several people, but all 
thought he was joking, arid no one took 
the trouble to investigate. frank 
Wilkinson was not made acquainted 
with the facts until that morning, and 
he at once set out to notify the officers. 
Had the matter been reported to the 
authorities*at the time, the mystery 
might have been cleared up at once, for 
the body showed then that death had 
taken place only shortly before. 

The boy, who is. very young. was 
probably afraid tosay anything about it, 
as many people have an idea that they 
might be suspected under such circum - 
stances. 

Constable Foyer began his search for 
the body, after notifying Coroner Wel- 
don, and found it shortly after noon, as 
above stated. The Coroner will hold 
an inquest today. 

The identification is not at all certain. 
but from what was learned last night 
the dead man is probably none other 
than a man named Caronis, who worked 
in the Redondo Hotel kitchen and dis- 
appeared very mysteriously a day or 
two before young Wilkinson found the 
body. The height, color of the hair 
and its curly nature, answer the de- 
scription of Caronis exactly, but as the 
flesh has all fallen away from the face 
of the corpse, it is impossible to be 
certain. 

Atany rate, Caronis disappeared at 
about the time the unknown must have 
committed suicide or been murdered, 
and he has not been heard from since. 
His associates in the kitchen know of 


no reasom why he should have taken his 


own life, as he seemed to be perfectly 
content and in good spirits.

A GREAT VIOLINIST. 

The news that Berhard Mollenhauer, 
the famous violinist, is likely to appear 
here soon, will be hailed with delight 
by musicians. He is one of the cele- 
brated family of Mollenhauers, born in 
music-loving Thuringia, near the close 
of the first quarter of this century— 
that is. his father was one of the three 
brothers born there. Bernhard himself 
was born inthe old free city of Ham- 
burg in 1850, but came to America 
with his parents the following year.

A Little Blow on the Anniversary of 
the Big Blow. 


Billy Brent Passes a Lively Night at 
Lowe's Camp—A Belligerent China- 
man—Mra. Mosroe'’s Faneral — 
Notes and Personals. 


It was on the night of December 10, 
1891, thatthe only severe windstorm in 
the history of Pasadena got in its work. 
This unpleasant event was called to mind 
onthe first anniversary of its occurrence 
by a little blow Saturday night, which, 
however, did no damage. 
The day was cleat and calm and during 
the early part of the evening there was no 
hint of anything unusual in the wind line, 
but between 10:30 and 11 o'clock the 
atmosphere worked itself up into quite a 
lively humor, and for a couple of hours it 
blew and blustered in truly Democratic 
post-election style. Shutters creaked anda 
plentiful supply of dust crept in at the doors 
and windows. Further than this, nothing 
unpleasant resulted in town, with the ex- 
ception of a few top-heavy pepper trees 
that were uprooted, and one or two canvas 
awnings that were slightly damaged. 

HIGHER UP IT WAS DIFFERENT. 
Things were not quite so peaceful at 
Lowe’s Camp, half way up the mountain, 
atthe topof the proposed cable incline. 
The sole occupant of the camp Saturday 
night was ‘Billy’ Brent, and ‘Billy’ had 
all the fun he wanted before morning 
dawned. The wind began to whistle early 
inthe evening and steadily increased in 
velocity until quite a healthy gale was 
blowing. One by one the tents disap- 
peared down the mountain side. Billy and 
the bed he was sleeping on accompanied 
one of them on its downward flight, and it 
‘was only after turning several somersaults 
in surprisingly rapid succession that a gu 
rope allowed Billy to part company wit 
his mattress. Later, Billy sought refuge 
in the cellar of the little frame cabin, 
which was about the only thing the wind 
left at camp. Mr. Brent journeyed to 
town morning on a mule and re- 
turne with several companions to 
straighten things out, a jobthat was pretty 
nearly accomplished by nighttime. 

BAKER WHIPs A CHINAMAN. 
The only exciting event that occurred in 
town yesterday was a lively scrapping 
match between a Chinaman and a young 
man by the name of Baker, who is known 
among his associates as ‘‘Kid.'’ Baker and 
a companion were standing on Colorado 
street opposite the First National Bank 
building, when two Chinamén passed. Ba- 
ker addressed a few words of some 
slang Chinese phrase to the passing 
Celestials, one of whom resented the famil- 
jiarity and responded by hitting Bakera 
hard blowin the forehead with his fist. 
This naturally aroused Baker's ire, and he 
clutched the Chinaman. Together they 
rolled to the middle of the street, but the 
Kid" landed on top, and despite his vouth 
proved his staving qualities by holding the 
struggling inaman down. Meanwhile 
quite a crowd had gathered, and the *‘Kid"’ 
was finally prevailed upon to let his oppo- 
nent getup. Hardly had he done so before 
the Chinaman struck another vicious blow 
at Baker, which threatened to precipitate a 
general row, as the ‘“Kid'’s’’ numerous 
friends were becoming considerably 
worked up. Deputy Steward happened on 
the scene’ about this time, and soon had 
placed the belligerent Chinaman under ar- 
rest, which personage will probably be 
called upon to give an accountof himself 
in court.

POMONA. 


The Divisionists Wearing Their Broadest 
Smiles—An Eastern Opinion. 

Since the holding of the new county con- 
vention in this place last Saturday, the di- 
visionists have been wearing their broad- 
est smiles, and do not try to conceal their 
good feelings thatthe convention declared 
in favor of county division. Many of the 
sanguine delegates had figured out that 
there would be about five to ten majority 
in favor of the scheme, but did not dream 
that the convention would declare in favor 
of county division by.such_a_large major- 
ity. A question comes up as to whether 
the opposing districts will be bound by the 
action of the convention. Several of the 
anti-division delegates expressed them- 
selves thatif they went into the conven- 
tion of course they would We bovnd by its 
action, while others said they would not. 
With the result of the convention's actions 
to buoy them up, it is not likely that inter- 
est will be on the wane in Pomona. 

Although Pomona was not favored with a 
visit from the Editorial Convention, it has 
nevertheless come in for a fair share of 
complimentary notices in the Eastern press.

And when Pomona gets Holt avenue all set 
out to trees all the way to Ontario, where 
it will connect with Ontario's celebrated 
Euclid avenue there will not be a prettier 
drive in the United States. Andthen when 
the electric railway is completed it will just 
be immense, and Ontario and Pomona will 
“shake’’ just as they should do. 

The machinery for the Howland olive oil 
mill is about in place, and the mill will be- 
gin operations in about ten days. Itis the 
largest institution of the kind in the United 
States, and some of the machinery ts im- 
ported, and unlike anything ever seen in 
Southern California. The production of 
olives in Pomona Valley has reached that 
stage where a mill is necessary to crush 
the olives into pummace and then convert 
it into oil. In three years more, should 
the same increase in planting be kept up, 
Pomona can furnish enough olives to keep 
three such mills in operation several 
months in the year.

The Man Run Over and Killed on the 
Motor Koad Finally Identified— 
Generous Offer of a Redlands 
Property-owner. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The San Bernardino County Society of 
California Pioneers held another of their 
interesting meetings at the city hall on 
Friday afternoon, the attendance being 
larger than usual, and the reports from 
the sick and feeble quite encouraging to 
the old-timers, who see so few of the hardy 
pioneers left to recount the hardships and 
pleasures of the early days. The dipolma 
awarded tothe society by the directors of 
the State Fair, held at Sacramento last 
fall, for the exhibit made by it at that time, 


was received at this meeting and properly 
acknowledged. 


“Little Ethel,’’ the daughter of Pioneer 
Lyon, who has been adopted by the society 
as the daughter of the pioneers, and who has 
taken first prize at numerous baby shows 
asthe prettiest baby on exhibition, was 
present at the meeting and received from 
the society a beautiful silver cup propérly 
inscribed. Stories, recitations and read- 
ings completed the afternoon's exercises. 

THE DEAD IDENTIFIED. 

The man killed by being run over by the 
Redlands motor, on Saturday evening, 
proved to be Charles Foley, a teamster in 
this city, u@married and 23 years of age. 
He has three brothers living in this city, 
one of whom went with the Coroner's party 
to view the remains and bring them to the 
city; but the body was so badly mangled 
that the brother did not recognize it at 
first as that of Charles Foley. * The body was 
literally torn to pieces by the motor train 
passing over it. One leg was severed from 
the y and the other almost, and badly 
broken; the face was crushed and the back 
of the head torn away, and the victim's 
brains scattered about upon the ties of the 
bridge. The chest wastorn open and the 
heart lay upon a tie near the body. The 
remains thus strewn about presented a 
most sickening sight to those who gathered 
there when the accident was reported. 

Foley was addicted to drink, and it is 
thought that he had fallen between the ties 
in such a way as to be unable to extricate 
himself, or had simply laid down there in 
a drunken stupor. The Coroner's inquest 
will be held this morning.

BOSQUL IN TROL BLE. 


Complications Growing Out of the 
Chinese Kidnaping Case. 


The Detective Detained In San Francisco 


on Account of Habeas Corpus Pro- 
ceedings to Secure the 


Woman.

Police Detective Bosqui is having 
considerable trouble in San Francisco 
over Choo Fong, the Chinese girl that 
he took tothe Chinese Mission in that 
city last week, 

On his way up he was intercepted at 
Fresno by an officer armed with a writ 
of habeas corpus, but the smooth French 
detective outwitted the valley oflicers 
and landed his prize safely in the Bay 
City. 

Bosqui was to have started home ves- 
terday.*but the siave-owners who claim 
the girl at this emd, and have been do- 
ing all in their power to keep her from 
going to the mission, caught the detec- 
tive with a writ of habeas corpus and 
he hasto produce the girl in a San 
Francisco court this morning. 

The alleged owners, or would-be own- 
ers, of the girl. who belong to the no- 
torious Ah Him highbinder society of 
this city, will spend a large sum of 
money to get possession of her, and as 
thev have employed lawyers, detectives 
and peace officers, it is more than possi- 
ble that they willsecure the prize in 
the end. 

The Votice Department took hold of 
the case in the hopéthat they would be 
able to unearth the crookedness sur- 
rounding the kidnaping of the girl in 
the tirst place. That the girl was stolen 
by a white man, whoisin the employ 
of the Ah Him highbinders, the po- 
lice have no doubt, and they know that 
if the girl once falls into the hands of 
Ah Him’s gang they will never be able 
to capture and punish the kidnapers. 

The Fresno Republican has the _ fol- 
lowing to sav regarding Bosqui's refusal 
to ebey the orders of the court at that 
place: 

A gentleman of the name of Bosqui has 
yet himself into serious trouble by disre- 
garding an order of court. He refused to 
take respectful notice of a writof habeas 
corpus issued by Judge Holmes yesterday 
commanding him to produce the live body 
of a certain Chinese woman, under arrest 
and in his custody. 

The writ was made returnable at 10 
o'clock this morning. The woman was ar- 
rested in Los Angeles on a warrant issued 
from San Francisco, and was on the way 
from Los Angeles tothe Bay City when a 
Chinaman, interested in the woman, se- 
cured the services of Reel B. Terry in 
order to inquire into the legality of her 
arrest. 

Mr. Terry at once procured a writ of 
habeas corpus from Judge Holmes, and the 
paper Was served on Detective Bosqui when 
the north-bound train stopped here at noon. 
The Chinawoman wasin charge of the de- 
tective and a lady named Seller. 

When the officer asked Bosqui whether 
he intended to obey the writ and lay over 
here with his prisoner he replied that he 
did not intend to pav any attention toit. 
He then calmly proceedeeé with his prisoner 
to San Francisco. 

It Bosqui does not change his mind before 
he gets too far away to return and produce 
his prisoner in Judge Holmes’s court this 
inerning an order wiil be made requiring 
him to appear and show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. If 
he should fail to obey that order, a bench 
warrant will be issued for his arrest, and he 
Will find a very imteresting case on his 
bands. 

The judicial arm is very long. but it can 
always stretch out a. few extra kinks in 
cases of contempt of court. . 


MARY ALLEN WEST. 


Death of the Noted Temperance Worker 
und Writer in Japan. 

The hosts of friends of Mary Allen 
West here and elsewhere throughout 
the country, were deeply pained by the 
news of her sudden death in Japan, 
news of which was receivea some days 
ago. . Yesterday the Associated Press 
contained an account of the funeral ser- 
vices at Tokio, Japan, which were very 
largely attended. 

Miss West passed several months here 
last spring and summer, and greatly 
endeared herself to all by her many 
Christian virtues. 

But meager details “ her death have 
as yet been received, but the present 
editor of the Union Signal, of which 
Miss West was associate editor, has re- 
ceived a cablegram that Miss West died 
at the residence of Mrs, Winn at Kana- 
zawa, probably of yellow atrophy of the 
liver. This information was receited 
with much relief by the friends of the 
deceased, as they were glad to learn 
that she had not died among strangers. 
Mrs. Winn formerly resided at Gales- 
burg, Miss West's birthplace, and was 
for many years a member of her Sun- 
dav-school class there. 

Her father. Nehemiah West, was one 
ofthe committee that purchased the 
site of Galesburg, and Miss West was 
the first child born ia this colony, 

During the temperance crusade in 
1874 she began active temperance 
work and was president of the lllinois 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 
The news of her sudden death in Japan 
bows many hearts with grief. 

The remains will be shipped to this 
country and will arrive in 
about January 15 


SUFFOCATED BY GAS. 


Death of a Well-known Business Man of 
San Prancisco 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Satur- 
day has the following accotnt of the | 
death of a well-known business man of 
that citv, who also has a large acquaint- 
ance in this section of the State: 

samuel Mosgrove, who has been known 
among San Francisco business men for 
over twenty- fiv e years,.was found dead fn 
his room ‘at his residence.’No. 1817 Eddy 

treet. yesterduy morniag. An open gas

jet. from which the gas was flowing freely. 
explained the cause of death. 

Miss Bessie R. Mosgrove, a daughter of 
the deceased, was the first to detect the 
odor of gas in the hall. She traced it to 
her father’s room, and going in, opened the 
window and the shutters. As she turned 
again toward the center 6f the room she 
saw ber father lying on the floor, dressed 
only in his nightgown. She spoke to him, 
but receiving no answer, she realized the 
seriousness of what had happened and 
roused the household. A doctor, who was 
summoned, worked for an hour on the 
body in a vain endeavor to recall it to life. 

That Mr. Mosgrove’s death was the re- 

sult ot an accident is beyond a doubt, and 
a verdict to that effect was returned by a 
coroner's jury yesterday afternoon. At 
the inquest Miss Mosgrove testified that her 
father came home about 11 o'clock on 
Thursday night. He was in the habit of 
sleeping with the window closed, the door 
uniocked and the gas burning very iow. 
The appearance of the room when she en- 
tered yesterday morning showed that he 
had followed his usual custom on Thursday 
uicht 

it was evident that the light had been ex- 
tinguished by some means, and that Mr. 
Mosgrove, awakened by the odor of the es- 
caping gas, had fallen to the floor uncon- 
scious while trying to reach and open the 
window. 

Mr. Mosgrove was 52 years old. 
came here direct from Ireland in 1860, 
and had lived here ever since. At first he 
kepta dry goods store on Third street. 
From there he moved to Market street and 
then to Post street. Afterward he opened 
a cloak store on Kearny street, but in none 
of these ventures did he make a great suc- 
cess. He then entered the real estate busi- 
ness, and still had an office at No. 628 Mar- 
ket street when he died. 

Henry Mosgrove of Los Angeles and aix 
children, the youngest 16 years old, are 
the only near relatives of the deceased on 
this Coast. His wife died about eighteen 
months aro. 

The tuneral will be deferred until Henry 
Mosgrove arrives from Los Angeles. The 
deceased was a member of the Pacific Lodge 
of Masons and wasa Knight Templar, but 
it is not vet decided whether or not he will 
be buried with Masonic honors.
